A despatch from Kischoncff, dated yester-

BUCIIAHEST, April 2't. 


Tho Koumauian government, in reply to 


tho Turkish grand vi/.ior's despatch request- 
ing the prince to make arrangements with 
Abdul Kerhn, coiunmndcr-in-chiof of tho 
Turkish nrmy, to prevent the passage of tbo 
Jttusuiuu iiniiy, iinii dt-clurtii SUCu ii Step tOO 
serions to 
bo determined by executive 


power alone. Tho Roumanian chambers 
will bo assembled on tho 2'Ith to examine 
the question. 


Tlic First KiittMlaii EJcpnrtiiicnt, 


consisting of forty Rappers and ofllcors, 
crossed tho llouumninn frontier yesterday 
nt JJosliuak. A thousand men aro expected 
to cross today. Grand Duke Nicholas is- 
sued a proclamation to the inhabitants of 
Koumania announcing tho passage of tho 
itussian army under his command toward 
the Danube. Koumanin,having received no 
preliminary 7iotification, has declared it 
yields to force, and has directed its troops 
to fall back to avoid conflict. 


THE FRENCH EXHIBITION, 


While most of the governments of Europs 


have taken all tho preliminary slops toward 
being adequately represented at tho ap- 
proaching Taris exhibition, nothing at all in 
that direction has boon done in tho United 
States, Tho French government lias aiiopt- 
od tho very proper rulo of recognizing only

a way JIB to allow our people 'JL chance to 
tako part in it is not enough. Tho ques- 
tion will como before congress at tho special 
tiossion, and it is hoped it will bo considered 
in n liberal spirit. 


Tho unpleasant experience, wholly our 


own fault, at Vienna, and tbo opportunity 
wo had so recently to observe tho methods 
of all foreign commissioners, should bo ex- 
tremely valuable. It need not bo said that 
vory much depends upon tlio selection of 
tho national commissioners.

Tho country has learned how and what to 
exhibit, and if advantage is 
taken of

AGEIOULTUEAL 


HINTS ON TKANSl'liANl'ING. 


The art of transplanting troos", shrubs, 


and vines is only learned by experience, 
cloBO observation, and a strict ndkerenco lo 
tlio .laws that govern vegetable growth. Any 
Unskilled laborer cau dig up niul reset n tree 
or a vine; but this doas not iusarc life, 
health and vigor. There is a well-adjusted 
balance between tho roots und branches of 
every tree or vine. 
Trained 
practical 


gardeners recognize this fact, and tho iin- 
portauco in transplanting of removing care- 
fully nil tho roots possible, nnd especially 
the iiuo, librous ones, such ns take up mid 
furnish tho nourishment. To save enough 
of thbso roots in transplanting largo-steed 
trees, it ia necessary to know tho habits of 
-growth of trees and vines. For instance, 
the Scotch or white pines with thoir long, 
lleahy roots, and comparatively few fibrous 
ones near the body of tho trees, .Mod moro 
caro in removing than the Norway spruce 
with its mass of librous roots cluatored 
around and near tho body. Tho best way 
in all cases is to dig n narrow trench around 
tho body, some distance from tho tree, 
deep enough to get below tho lower tier of 
roots. In making this circle, tho flat of 
the spado should not bo faced toward the 
body of tho treo. Tho top soilou tho "hall," 
near the body, should bo removed by a 
digging-fork or other implement that will 
not cut or injure tho small roots. Incase 
the trees or shrubs are to bo moved only n 
short distance from where they are grow- 
in!?, »s ranch soil ns will adhere to the roots 
may be loft on with advantage. 


The second important point to bo ob- 


served in transplanting is not to loave the 
roots exposed for a moment to tho rays of 
the sun, or to a blowing dry air, which is 
quite as injurious to tender rootlets. If not 
set out at onco, tho roots ought to be kept 
damp _nud covered over with n cloth or 
"heeled in." 
Trees coming from a dis- 


tance, when the roots show signs of being 


--left exposed, anil tho fibers nro dry and 


soniowhat shriveled, will be much improved 
by plunging them into a stream or pool of 
water, and then heeling them in, covering 
the roots carefully with moist soil, and so 
leaving them until ready to plaiit out.—

ORNAMENTATION or GAKDENS.

"carpenter-architecture," besides being ex- 
pensive, is altogether oat of place in small 
gardens, although harmonious and agreeable 
in tho shape of summer-houses and rustic 
seats, whore the grounds are extensive.

flowers. Suburban gardens are ofteu spotted 
with these things, which are seldom either 
ornamental or useful. A rich urn or vase 
filled with flowers is a beautiful sight, nnd 
may sometimes bo usod with excellent 
effect, but tho right place for it is often au 
open question. The ornamental properties 
of decayed tree stumps, and oven of half 
barrels sunk in the ground and covered with 
strips of bark, are too well known to require 
particular mention ; but u rustic wall pocket 
against some grand old treo is not so com- 
mon, and may bo uindo a thing of beaut}- 
with trailing vines and bright 
clusters 


of bloom. Our motto would bo vines, 
vines everywhere ; nnd n curving-iu gnto 
with a light trellis work over it,for graceful 
climbers, is n most ornamental addition lo 
tho entrance of tho grounds. JFor n purpose 
liko this the beautiful Clematis Jaclaonii is 
scarcely BO well known as it should bo ; and 
tho fiery nutumn blushes of tho Virginia 
creeper touch up with just tho right lino of 
color tho passe charms of summer verging 
into fall. But whatever else tlio ownor nf 
n small pardon may see fit to do,lot him not, 
ns Mr. ,_Wegg would put it, "drop into" 
statuary.

hideous; 
and 
those 


who are most given to displaying them in 
small, .unshaded spaces would probably re- 
turn the Venus of Miio.nftor ordering it,lilte 
nn Oriental brido, without seeing it, in 
fuming indignation at n broken nnd mu- 
tilated "figger," instead of tho perfect 
Greek statue expected and paid ,for. Mr. 
Lowell Bays that "it .is only in such n 
climate" (that of Italy) "that it does not 
seem inhuman to thrust a naked statue out 
of doors.
